If y 0U think Pacific Nows would go for any of tlie partsof tho new book that lend 
themselves to it- and if they pay for what they use - I'd be interested. The Ford stuff 
and ^ulles and company on the spooks as perjurers are comprehensibly topical and I think 
important. And wo have boon able to pay back only about half of wiiat Losia- borrowed so 
we could oay tho printer. Between us- with neither Imving a regular income - we have 
met and are mooting all other coats. Wo have tliem to recover ana they are not, for us, 
inconsiderable *

Finished mid-April 1967# Post iiortom. which 1 believe to be tho most definitive by far, 
completed but I can t pay tho printer# A number of othor worksin varioiis stages on 
incompletion# I wanted tho transcript for one of them, Aaen^ Oswald . 

And although it requires considerable perseverance to know about them and find 
me, tho early books are still selling. They provide the little income I have# duito a 
switch that they are the only works available and I hate, to invent the underground 
book to open the subject and thus became a publisher, albeit the country's smallest# 

There is satisfaction in it, particularly from tho large number of wonderful 
letters from total strangers# But being a publisher cuts down on everything else# I 
was in tho conclusions of a Vfutergato book in September and haven't been able to 
resume it#
